CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 12.— 
(P)—A warning of “hands off’ to ad- 
vocates of socialized medicine was is- 
sued by the American Medical Asso- 
ciation tonight after a three-hour de- 
bate behind closed dooors by its house 
of delegates. 

In a statement listing ten principles 
for guidance of the nation’s doctors 
in “considering all proposals for 
changes in the nature of medical prac- 
tice,” the délegates summarized :

department. 

Initial experiments last\ year in 
the establishment of rural public 
canning establishments and home 
demonstration work in canning 
fruits and vegetables were so suc- 
cessful, and met with such satis- 
factory reception on the part of 
farm women, that the extension de- 
partment is encouraged to make 
plans to carry on practical demon- 
Strations of canning in every coun- 
ty of the state this summer. 

Schools designed to teach the 
better methods of canning will be 
held in every section of the state 
under direction of the county home 
demonstration agents, in co-opera- 
tion with civic organizations, and in 
those counties where there are no 
regular home demonstration agents, 
expert field workers will be in 
charge of the schools. — 

Thus farm families will be sup- 
plied at very small cost with an 
abundance of canned fruit and 
vegetables for the winter months, 
and thousands of dollars’ worth of 
these necessities of life that have 
gone to waste in past years will be 
preserved. In addition, families in 
the cities and towns may learn how 
to can the products of near-by 
farms, which they can purchase at 
reasonable prices, thus providing a 
needed market for the farm sur- 
plus. 

Benefits to be gained by in- 
creased home canning include a 
balanced and healthful diet during 
the winter months when vegetables 
and fruits must be purchased, and 
less strain on the pocketbooks of 
those who adopt this sensible 
method of providing for the future.

The great Benito, in whose coun- 
try trains run on time, has given the 
world another piece of his mind. “Man- 
kind must not expect a return of 
prosperity,” he said recently in a 
“grand oration.” “We must expect 
to see the standard of living go down 
in every country.” 

Happy prospect! 
so? Mussolini gives the answer: 
“War is unavoidable. War is part 
of human nature. We must prepare 
for war.” Just when the human race 
gains eontrol of the forces of “nature, 
when the one wondrous invention after 
the other comes out, when there is 
plenty for everybody and to spare, we 
must envisage a lowering of the stand- 
ard of life. Queer world! But Signor 
Benito Mussolini knows better. War 
is not inherent in human nature. That 
saying is but a mere trick on the part 
of those who want an excuse for war. 
I have to laugh when I read such 
statements as: Italy is ready to fight 
for its rights. Italy? Does he mean 
the Italian peasants?’ — 

When you read: Russia says... 
or France wants . . . what does it 
mean? It means that some fellow 
in the government, or a group in the 
government say or want something. 
That’s all. The peoples don't want 
war. You can whip them up for war, 
true enough. And one of the methods 
to rouse them is to say: War is part 
of human nature.

The report of the Belgian prime 
minister's speech, sent out by the of- 
ficial Belgian news-agency, “Belga,” 
was printed by the European edition 
of the Chicago Tribune. Not a single 
French newspaper carried the news. 
I searched every Parisian sheet, 50 of 
so in all, for confirmation and com- 
ment. Nothing doing. The word must 
have gone out from the ministry of 
foreign affairs to keep the lid on the 
Belgian revelation. But the Chicago 
Tribune was apparently overlooked.

TUGWELL WASHINGTON, June 12.—The Tugwell case was 
only a public skirmish to screen a real political 
movement underneath. 

It was started by several conservative southern democrats, who 
are dissatisfied at heart with the way the New Deal is going. They 
do not like the NRA, AAA, or even the PWA spending, although 
they cannot afford to say so publicly as yet. They did not like the 
gold policy, but they have had to keep more or less quiet about 
that also. 

The nomination of Professor Tugwell as undersecretary of agri- 
culture gave them an opportunity to release some pent-up feelings 
without exposing their position. They jumped at it. 


HEARING The senate agriculture committee hearing showed 

how they felt. They knew they could not defeat 
Tugwell’s promotion and they did not care to. They merely wanted 
to talk about their own attitudes and they did. 

No one went so far as to break with the New Deal, but only so 
far as to express displeasure with radicalism. 

The whole show smacked of second-rate political vaudeville, in- 
volving stump speeches and sharp side remarks, much the same as 
in the Wirt hearing. 

Tugwell handled himself rather modestly and quietly, as if he 
did not want to antagonize anyone. He was amply protected by the 
liberals on the committee, including Senators Norris, Wheeler and 
Bone. The crowd whooped and booed. The professor seemed to 
have the advantage with the ladies in the audience because he was 
younger and more handsome than the senators present. 

Mrs. Tugwell was so bored she went home after the second 
hour. It was just that bad. 


PORTENT The serious portent of the thing was entirely lost 
on the participants and on the audience. 

It is that there will be more Wirt hearings and more Tugwell 
hearings in one form or another as long as the New Deal continues 
to encounter the private disapproval of the more conservative ele- 
ment among its own supporters. Day by day, the opposition is get- 
ting bolder. 

Dr. Wirt was not important. Professor Tugwell is only a little 
more so. The underlying motives behind each case will undoubt- 
edly continue to grow in importance as the newness of the New 
Deal wears off. 


PINK The senate never was able to find out what Professor 
Tugwell really was—a socialist, a democrat, or a what-not. 

If the senators had called upon Tugwell’s friends for the an- 
swer, they would have found that he is rated among his intimates 
as “a parlor pink.” That is about the only phrase which accurately 
describes his political views. 

It is a term coined many years ago by red agitators to describe 
scornfully a diluted radical. It implies such things as white-collar 
liberalism, a rejection of both socialism and communism, a passive 
agitator without political moorings. 

It is also the consensus among Tugwell’s associates that his 
pinkish hue has faded several shades since he has had the respon- 
sibilities of public office. 


If you compare his 1931 speeches with his 1934 speeches, you 
will get the idea. He has whispered to several pals that those old 
addresses have come back to haunt him like forgotten ghosts of 
the past. He would like to tear them up if he could. Not being 
able to do so, he must defend them as best he can. 

Nothing will make a man grow away from radicalism faster than 


responsibility. 


CAPITAL The inside situation is working around now to the 
point where the investment bankers are going to 
promote the capital finance, market. 

They have been virtually on strike since the securities act was 
passed. That may have been because they were afraid of the securi- 
ties act or because no big financing could be done. 

Beginning June 16, investment bankers can no longer be pri- 
vate bankers. A number of houses (unlike Morgan’s) havé chosén 
to be investment bankers and nothing else. They can have no other 
source of revenue.

New Treatment Found 
For Dog Heart Worm 


By F. B. Colton. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—(4)— 
Good news for dog lovers, and even 
better news for dogs themselves—dis- 
covery of an effective treatment for 
dog heart worm—is announced by the 
department of agriculture. 

The disease is a baffling one which 
has cansed loss er many fine animals, 
is produced by a parasite which has 
spread rapidly in recent years from 
the south to the Atlantic coast states. 

It has now been found that 
fouadin, a complex chemical com- 
pound, will kill the worms and larvae 
that cause the disease. The treatment 
is the result of research by Drs. W. 
H. Wright and P. C. Underwood, of 
the bureau of animal industry, in co- 
operation with the Sportsmen's Gun- 
Dog Club of Philadelpbia. 

on symptoms of heart-worm 
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that the dog tires 
easily, may gasp, breathe heavily and 
even collapse. It may cough or show 
nervousness and may have convul- 
sions and other symptoms resembling 
those of rabies or hydrophobia. 

Dog owners are cautioned by the 
government scientists that the new 
treatment should be given only by a 
competent veterinarian, because it 
affects both the liver and kidneys 
and may endanger the dog's life if 
not given properly. If a dog has a 
heavy infestation the medicine should 
be given only in small doses and not 
at too short intervals, since destruc- 
tion of a large number of worms at 
one time may cleg the pulmonary ar- 
tery and cause a form of pneumonia.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—(/)— 
The senate agriculture committee’s 
favorable vote of 16 to 2 today sent 
the nomination of Rexford G. Tug- 
well as undersecretary of agriculture 
to the senate where th: democratic 
leader, Robinson, of Arkansas, plan- 
ned to bring it up tomorrow. 

After the tumult which attended 
the questioning of Tugwell yesterday, 
the agriculture committee voted be- 
hind closed doors without a word of 
discussion. 

Only Chairman Smith, democrat, 
South Carolina, and Senator Hatfield, 
republican, West Virginia, opposed 
approval. One committee member, 
Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, did not 
vote. 

Committee members said that while 
Senator MeNary, democrat, Oregon, 
the republican leader, voted for Tug- 
well, he reserved the right to oppose 
—or support—the nominee on the 
floor. 

Democratic leaders were confident 
that Tugwell’s nomination would be 
confirmed by a one-sided vote, _ al- 
though they expected quite a bit of 
discussion, 

Plans of Foes Altered. 

Tugwell’s emphatic declarations 
yesterday that he opposed communism 
and was apn enthusiastic supporter of 
American governmental institutions, 
however, had changed the plans of 
some of his foes. 

Several republicans—hoping for 
democratic support—had planned to 
make the issue Tugwell’s theories and 
views and to avoid any general as- 
sault upon administration policies. 

Some of them said today Tugwell’s 
testimony had changed the situation 
and they might lambast the “New 
Deal.” 

The two democrats who criticized 
Tugwell yesterday—Bailey, of North 
Carolina, and Byrd, of Virginia— 
were expected to have something fur- 
ther to say about the president's pro- 
fessorial advisor. 

Apparently they were convinced by 
repeated declarations 
hat he was unqualifiedly opposed to 
the Russian, or similar systems of 
government which call for a _ rigid 
economic planning.

AAA Would Reduce 
Spread Between Pro- 
ducer and Consumer. 


(Copyright, 19384, by United Press.) 

WASHINGTON, June 12—(UP)— 
The big guns of the “new deal” were 
turned tonight upon the profits of 
the middleman in agriculture. 

A double-barreled attempt to re- 
duce the spread of prices between the 
consumer and the producer has been 
initiated by AAA officials and awaits 
only congressional approval. This 
sanction appears certain. 

The senate agriculture committee 
today reported favorably» a house 
resolution authorizing the federal 
trade commission to investigate sale 
and distribution of milk throughout 
the United States. , 

The commission is asked to deter- 
mine and report to cougress next Jan- 
uary to what extent a combine of mo- 
nopoly exists in this field, 

Big Protits. 

Action came after an AAA audit 
of distributors’ books in four large 
American cities disclosed profits of 
$62,456,453 from 1920 to 1983, in-

In a stinging report intro- 
duced by the Montana senator, it was 
charged that “one by one in the last 
40 years the great industries in the 
United States have been seized and 
dominated by monopolized agencies 
and combines. 

“This nation has moved from a 
country of free, unbridled competi- 
tion to a controlled and regulated set 
of industries under the domination of 
interlocked corporations and _  diree- 
torates, astonishingly few in number,” 
Wheeler said. 

“Today there is no longer a single 
line of worth-while industry, with the 
possible exception of farming, that is 
not largely shaped and controlled by 
a trust or trusts.” 

He cited figures showing that in 
January, 1934, the farmers’ share of 
the consumers’ dollar is only 36 
cents, with 64 cents going to the mid- 
dleman. In 1928 the farmer got 47 
cents and the distributor and proces- 
sor 53 cents,
